Editorial 


The Pastoral Psychology Annual 


|‘ LAUNCHING the Pasrorar 
PsycHoLocy ANNUAL, we are fly- 
ing in the face of the seed catalogues. 
For there the “annual” is set in op- 
position to the “perennial.” The “per- 
ennial” seeds itself, and takes care of 
itself year after year. The poor “an- 
nual” must be sown anew each year, 
a tender plant that can not survive the 
winter. 

We, in contrast, not only present this 
first issue of the ANNUAL but also, by 
calling it an “annual,” promise to pre 
sent another next January. We have 
faith that ours is no tender plant that 
will die at the first brush of pastoral 
snow, but something that will survive 
on the pastors’ shelf for long-term 
consultation as well as immediate read 
ing. Although we can hardly hope that 
its value will be eternal, we hope it 
may be, for some years, perennial 

Almost since PastoraL PsycHoL 
0Gy began publication, we have re 
ceived letters asking for various types 





of information, about clinics, about 
reading lists, about films and plays, and 
about many other specific questions. 
All such requests have of course been 
answered individually. But many of 
them called for a compilation of infor- 
mation that was not available. For a 
time we considered preparing such in- 
formation, and inserting it in small 
doses in each issue of Pasrorat Psy- 
CHOLOGY. But once the ANNUAL idea 
hit us, it seemed much more appropri- 
ate for securing and making available 
this type of information. 

We our readers will find 
valuable the types of information and 
interpretation we have been able to 
compile for this first ANNUAL. The 
Bibliography and associated Reading 
Courses on Pastoral Psychology has 
been prepared in response to many 
specific requests. Although we have 
never taken the position that a pastor 
can learn all he needs to know about 
pastoral psychology by reading, we do 


believe 
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believe that intelligent reading, selected 
by each man according to his needs 
(with some help on selection from 
some of the rest of us) can accomplish 
a great deal. This bibliography has re- 
quired many months of work and con- 
sultation on the part of a number of 
people. Whatever its weaknesses, we 
believe it to be better and more use- 
ful than anything else ever done in 
the field of pastoral psychology. On 
this point we shall especially value our 
readers’ comments; for we shall want 
to bring the bibliography up to date 
in each ANNUAL issue. 

The list of mental health films and 
plays should prove valuable not only 
during periods of special emphasis 
such as Mental Health Week but also 
in connection with programs of par- 
ticular groups in the local church. The 
quality of many of these is very high. 
They can often be valuable not only 
for their own message but also for 
their stimulus to discussion of the hu- 
man problems and potentialities that 
they reveal. Thus far, few of them have 
even slight references to religion and 
its relation to mental health. But none 
of them are in any way anti-religious. 
And if discussed in a religious context, 
even the mental health values are 
greatly enhanced. Our list attempts to 
be as specific and practical as possible. 

We planned to include in this An- 
NUAL more detailed resources for psy- 
chiatric consultation and treatment, but 
this information did not become avail- 
able to us by the time we went to 
press. We will be working on this 
through the coming year, and hope to 
include it in our next ANNUAL. 

We are sometimes asked to publish 
a list of “Christian psychiatrists and 
psychologists,” or a list of psychia- 
trists and psychologists who are both 
competent in their field and Christian 
in their outlook. Our position is that, 
in the present situation at least, such

lists would be a grave mistake. For 
they might exclude many persons with 
the ability to help Christians on per- 
sonal problems and difficulties includ- 
ing the religious dimension of such 
difficulties, but who nevertheless may 
not see their way clear to being active- 
ly identified with Christianity or the 
Church. We rejoice in the rapidly 
growing understanding of religion in 
psychiatric and psychological circles 
In fact, we are inclined to think such 
understanding is essential for the most 
competent and helpful therapeutic 
practice. But we do not see how good 
could be served by some list that pro- 
fessed to separate Christian sheep from 
non-Christian goats, especially when 
every one, including psychiatrists and 
psychologists, has a little of both char- 
acteristics. 

The glossary of technical 
especially those used in psychiatry, 
makes no pretense of being complete. 
sut we have attempted to explain 
those words most likely to be found by 
the minister in his normal reading in 
this field. It is not our view that the 
pastor should make direct use of these 
technical words, especially not in ser- 
mons or in pastoral care. PAsTorRal 
PsycHoLocy makes a strong effort 
each month to get it said. with the 
smallest number of 


words, 


technical words 
possible. But for some technical words 
there appears to be no substitute. If 
one can understand what they mean so 
that they no longer puzzle him, we be- 
lieve he can let the technical special- 
ists take care of them. For if he under- 
stands them, he can translate them, and 
will not have to use them. If you in- 
sist on trying “cyclothymic phases,” 
or “Electra complexes,” 
friends, do not blame us if you find 
yourself ejected!

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BIBLIOGRAPHY AND READING GUIDE 
IN PASTORAL PSYCHOLOGY

HIS DOCUMENT, consisting of the annotated bibliography 

and the Reading Guide (graded on the basis of the reader’s 
past reading experience) is a result of a great many requests re- 
ceived by PastoraL PsycHo.Locy from its readers for a guide on 
readings in pastoral psychology, organized and graded in terms of 
the various levels of reading and training experience of the indi- 
vidual reader. 


The first part is, primarily, an annotated or a descriptive 
bibliography in pastoral psychology. Most of its pages are devoted 
to brief descriptions of books in or relevant to this field, including 
the name of author, title of book, name of publisher, approximate 
number of pages in book, current price of book, a brief description 
of what the book deals with, and two code numbers (to be ex- 
plained later) on how easy or hard the book is to read and the 
general topic under which its subject matter falls. In a separate 
section, there is a brief statement about each author whose book 
or books are listed. 


A reader may simply use this bibliography, if he likes, with- 
out reference to any of the other material included in the docu- 


ment. That is, he may browse through the list of books to get 
whatever information he is interested in. 


But the document has a second purpose for any reader who 
is interested. This is to try to give him some guidance as to what

may prove the best reading for him at his particular stage. This is the Reading 
Guide section of the document. The reader who is interested in some guidance 
on what to read should turn first to the Reading Guide section. An attempt is 
made there to suggest how a reader may rate his present knowledge and inter- 
ests, and select a certain reading course for himself in the light of his know- 





ledge and interest. 


The bibliography begins below. After an explanatory introduction, the 
material on the books themselves is given. The bibliographical section is con- 
cluded with brief statements identifying the authors of the books. 

The Reading Guide section concludes the document. 


BIBLIOGRAPHY 


Introduction 


Each book that appears in the bibli- 
ography is identified or classified by 
two symbols, a Roman numeral from 
I to V, and a capital letter from A to 
S. Here is the key. The Roman num- 
erals refer to the relative ease or diffi- 
culty of reading the book, based on 
such factors as the style, the back- 
ground knowledge a reader must have, 
and so on. Here are the five categories: 


I. Elementary Reading (which can 
be read while you run). 

II. Primary Reading (which can be 
read while you walk). 

III. Intermediate Reading (which 
can be read while sitting quiet- 
ly). 

IV. Advanced Reading (which can 
be read by sitting up straight). 
V. Post-Graduate Reading (which 
can be read only while standing 


up). 


Each book is also classified by a 
capital letter according to the type of 
function it performs in relation to pas- 
toral psychology. Thus, some books 
are about pastoral psychology itself; 
others present important background 
material; still others are on special 
topics. Here are the categories: 


A. Pastoral Care and Counseling. 


B. Psychological (and Related) Un 
derstanding of Religion. 

C. Psychological and Psychiatric 
Therapy, for Comparatiz 
Background. 

D. Scientific Background for 
toral Psychology. 

E. Historical Background. 

S. Special Subjects or Topics.

Thus, a book classified I-A would be 
elementary reading directed to an un- 
derstanding of pastoral care and 
counseling. A book classified III-E 
would be reading of intermediate dif- 
ficulty, on some aspect of historical 
background for pastoral psychology. 


What the Bibliography Includes 
and Excludes 


The bibliography concentrates on 
books to help the minister do his pas- 
toral job better with the aid of 
chological understanding and _ insight 
That is, it is a bibliography addressed 
to the pastor as a professional worker. 
Not every book on the list is written 
only for professional workers. For the 
pastor as professional worker, it may 
sometimes be sufficient background on 
a particular topic to consult a volume 
intended for the general reader. But 
the criterion of selection throughout is 
the usefulness of the volume to the 
pastor as a religious 
worker. 

The inclusion of a volume in the list 
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does not necessarily mean that the 
author or his collaborators agree with 
its point of view. Nor does it invariably 
mean that we regard it as a competent 
book from any point of view. The basic 
hooks that we regard as relevant and 
competent in the field (as defined 
above) are included; but we have also 
included some books simply because 
they have become well known or have 
been influential, and other books as 
the best available representative on 
certain subjects or from certain points 
of view. 

We have deliberately excluded cer- 
tain categories of books from this list, 
which might, under other definitions 
of “pastoral psychology,” warrant in- 
clusion. Below is a list of the types of 
books not included in the list, together 
with reasons for their exclusion: 


(1) Books to aid self-understanding 
through the use of psychological 
and/or theological insights. The good 
books of this type may indeed be rele- 
vant to the pastor as person, but they 
are excluded from this list because not 
addressed to the pastor as pastor; and 
therefore do not directly concern the 
pastor as professional religious worker. 


(2) Books on spiritual healing, how- 
ever defined. Such literature may be 
addressed to the pastor as professional 
religious leader although usually it is 
not. To do any justice to this subject, 
it has been felt that a separate bibli- 
ography on this topic would be re- 
quired. 

(3) Pastoral aid books, that is, books 
designed to be given or loaned to 
parishioners by the pastor to aid him 
in his pastoral work. There are now 
some excellent books of this type, 
especially those in the Westminster 
Press series of Pastoral Aid Books, 
edited by Russell L. Dicks. A good 
bibliography of these materials is avail-

able as an appendix to the revised edi- 
tion of Russell L. Dicks’ Pastoral 
Work and Personal Counseling (see 
bibliography for this book). 

(4) Books on systematic theology, 
constructive theology, philosophy of 
religion, or historical theology—unless 
they have a prominent and explicit 
reference to psychology. To include the 
others, which are often relevant, would 
make for an unmanageable _ bibli- 
ography. 

(5) Out of print books, so far as 
we have been able to determine this 
fact. So far as we have been able to 
discover, every book on the list is in 
print and currently available at the 
price indicated. Several useful volumes 
have had to be excluded because not 
currently available. Since the price of 
books has gone up, we may occasionally 
prove wrong on price; but we have 
checked price lists as of 1952. 

(6) Historical classics in the field. 
We have included only modern works 
about the history of the field, not the 
historical classics themselves such as 
Richard Baxter’s The Reformed 
Pastor. An historical list would re- 
quire many pages, and must be the 
object of another study. 

(7) Journals and journal articles. 
There are two principal journals in 
the field now, PAstorAL PsycHOLocy, 
a monthly published at Great Neck, 
N. Y., and the JouRNAL OF PASTORAL 
Care, a quarterly published at Cam- 
bridge, Mass. Both are excellent 
journals, skillfully edited. 

(8) Detailed lists of books on spec- 
ial subjects of pastoral psychology. 
We have listed (Category S) a few 
books on special topics, such as mar- 
riage, sex, children, alcohol, and so on, 
but in no instance can such special list- 
ings be adequate in so short a list. A 
bibliography on marriage and family 
life is issued by the National Council 
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of Churches; good bibliographies on 
others of the special topics are avail- 
able from various sources. We simply 
cannot cover everything.

Last year Pastorat PsycHoLocy asked 
its readers if they would be interested in a 
suggested course of reading, after several 
readers had written requesting such a course. 
A large number of additional requests fol- 
lowed. The Editor suggested that I (Seward 
Hiltner) undertake the task, and I agreed 
provided I might have collaborators. Al- 
though the main work on both bibliography 
and reading guide is mine, I am deeply in- 
debted to Ernest E. Bruder, Russell L. 
Dicks, Paul E. Johnson, Wayne E. Oates, 
and Carroll A. Wise for their excellent 
suggestions, which have given me the cour- 
age to exclude some books which should be 
excluded, and the timely reminder of other 
books which are included and which I had 
originally overlooked. For the form and 
details of this entire document, the respon- 
sibility is mine. 


General Plan of the 
Reading Guide 


The general plan of the Reading Guide is 
as follows. Provision is first made for each 
reader to rate himself, that is, to assess his 
present knowledge (or lack of knowledge) 
and his major reading interests in the gen- 
eral field of pastoral psychology. To aid a 
reader in this self-rating process, several 
statements are made which are shorthand 
summaries of the way this or that reader 
may feel about his own knowledge and in- 
terest. Once a reader has identified himself 
with one of these statements, he may then 
turn to the course of reading suggested as 
a result of that statement. There he will 
find a progressive list of books, tailored, so 
far as we can do so, to the specifications of 
his self-rating. 
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For instance, suppose that a reader feels 
he knows nothing at all about pastoral psy- 
chology, and wants, therefore, to begin at 
the most elementary beginnings. In that 
case, he will identify himself with the state- 
ment, “I feel I know almost nothing about 
pastoral psychology, and I ought to start 
from scratch.” Material to help him is listed 
in Reading Course One. ‘When he turns to 
Reading Course One, he finds that this 
course directs him to certain books, identi- 
fied by number and author; and for full de- 
tails about these books, he turns back to 
the bibliographical list. 

All this may sound a bit complicated, but a 
few minutes spent on the mechanics should 
clarify the procedure. The great advantage 
of our doing it in this way is that we save 
space and yet are able to make suggestions 
on reading courses to people with a great 
variety of backgrounds and interests. 


Reader's Self-Rating Guide 


Fourteen statements are given below, as 
if they were statements made by a reader 
to describe his own knowledge (or lack of 
it) and his reading interests in the field of 
pastoral psychology. Read these statements, 
then check the statement or statements which 
come closest to describing your situation 
and interest. After doing so, turn to the ap- 
propriately marked reading course in the 
following section. 

One. “I feel I know almost nothing about 
pastoral psychology, and that I ought to 
start from scratch.” 

Two. “I am especially interested in the 
ministry of pastoral care and counseling, 
but I feel I should start reading about it 
from scratch.” 

Three. “I know a little about pastoral 
psychology and, therefore, do not want the 
most elementary books; but I want those 
only a trifle more difficult than the books 
on the elementary list.” 

Four. “I am mainly interested in the min- 
istry of pastoral care and counseling, and 
know a little about it; what I want is the 
books on pastoral care and counseling which 
are just beyond the elementary list.”

These do 
not constitute clinical pastoral train- 
ing as such but are often in the nature 
of an introduction to the clinical pas- 
toral training experience. 

[V. Institutions offering graduate 
programs of study and clinical experi- 
ence leading to the Masters’ degrees 
or the doctorate in such fields or com- 
bination of fields as: pastoral theology, 
pastoral psychology, pastoral counsel- 


ing, and religion and _ personality. 
There are many other institutions 


without specific religious or theologi- 
cal orientation which offer. graduate 
programs with study and clinical ex- 
perience in such fields as developmen- 
tal psychology, clinical psychology, 
personal counseling, vocational guid- 
student guidance, and group 
therapy. No attempt is made to cata- 
logue these institutions here. 

\V. Clinical Pastoral Training. The

At each center the Chaplain Supervisor is 
in charge of all instruction. He is assisted by 
as many qualified associates as the enroll- 
ment may require. The ratio is five or six 
students per leader. Guest lecturers from each 
institution and its community are invited to 
participate in the scheduled seminars. While 
the programs at the centers vary in content, 
depending upon the nature of each institu- 
tion, all utilize the clinical approach of 
actual work with people under pastoral sup- 
ervision, such work being recorded and sub- 
mitted to the Chaplain Supervisor and his 
associates for constructive evaluation and 
class instruction. Selected books and articles 
are assigned for reading and review. Ample 
opportunity for personal conferences is pro- 
vided. The daily schedule requires approxi- 
mately eight hours of attendance at the 
training center. Ordinarily there are neither 
evening assignments nor night classes, and 
all students are usually free on Saturdays 
and Sundays. 


All applicants shall be enrolled in, or al- 
umni of, seminaries or other accredited re- 
ligious training schools, or shall have had a 
minimum of three years of professional re- 
ligious work, or shall present other similar 
qualifications.

The Hospital offers internships, limited 
to five, in the field of pastoral care on 
the same basis that it offers medical in 
ternships. They do not+exceed twelve 
months. Shorter periods may be ar- 
ranged through the Hospital. Full main 
tenance is offered plus a small stipend 
per month. Eligibility is limited to those 
who have had at least one course in 
clinical pastoral training in a general 
hospital but preference is given to those 
who have also had mental hospital train- 
ing. 

Southern Baptist Theological Seminary, 
Louisville, Ky., clinical 
training program within the framework 
of its curriculum for students who are 
registered for degrees. This program 
operates at four levels of intensity 
(1.) Students at the B.D. level have op 
portunity in limited and selected num 
bers to work as psychiatric aides at 
nearby institutions. A definite pattern of 
lectures, reading assignments, discus- 
sion groups, and attendance upon staff 
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conferences is formulated and conduct- 
ed by the hospital staff of psychiatrists, 
clinical psychologists, psychiatric nurses, 
and social workers. The objective of 
the course of activities is to give the 
student basic psychiatric information 
along with controlled opportunities for 
observation. The student gets field work 
credit for this activity, and is permitted 
to count his experience and learning in 
the situation as parallel work in his 
course in the field of psychology of re- 
ligion and pastoral care at the Semin- 
ary. 


(2.) Students at the Th.M. level are 
given status as assistants to the Chaplain 
at the Central State Hospital. They 
work under his direct supervision for a 
minimum of four hours per week on the 
wards, and participate in four class- 
seminar hours per week under the in- 
struction of the chaplain, who has the 
status of an instructor in the Semin- 
ary. 


(3.) Students at the Th.M. level are 
given credit on summer clinical work 
done with any of the agencies who com- 
ply with the standards of the National 
Conference on Clinical Pastoral Educa- 
tion. 


(4.) During the winter, a seminar in 
Marriage and Family Counseling is 
taught throughout the year, and the stu- 
dents are given opportunities to do for- 
mal office counseling, under supervision, 
in the facilities of the Seminary itself 
Persons from the surrounding com- 
munity seek help from the department 
on an informal basis in sufficiently large 
numbers to make this possible. Like- 
wise, students who are pastors of 
churches present the case material from 
interview situations in their parish 
fields. Rev. Professor Wayne E. Oates, 
Ph.D., General Director.

visory Committee, guides prospective stu- 
dents in selecting training centers and in 
planning their programs, and helps in pre- 
senting applications for accreditation by the 
various agencies that certify candidates in 
the various categories of institutional min- 
istry and clinical pastoral training. 
The Fellowship 

It is the intention of the General Service 

Foundation to award a suitable stipend as a 
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fellowship for one year of full-time clinical 
pastoral training. The Foundation wishes 
the fellowship to provide the year’s training 
for an ordained clergyman now in the 
parochial ministry who definitely desires to 
become a supervisor-chaplain in a clinical 
pastoral training center. Any academic or 
course work taken in connection with the 
fellowship must not interfere with resident 
clinical training. 

The express purpose of this fellowship is 
to help secure good men who have already 
demonstrated professional pastoral compe- 
tence as leaders in the clinical pastoral 
training program so that new centers under 
qualified supervisors can be opened. 

Applicants for the fellowship are expected 
to present a general plan for the year of 
clinical pastoral training which should in- 
clude proposed training at at least two dif- 
ferent centers. The applicant to whom the 
fellowship is awarded will then consult with 
the Directors of the Department as to his 
plan for training which. will then be pre- 
sented to the Advisory Committee for ap- 
proval. 

Grants-in-Aid 

The Foundation will provide grants-in-aid 
in small amounts to enable ordained clergy 
in the parochial ministry or those engaged 
in theological education to secure an ap- 
proved period of clinical pastoral training. 
It is expected that the grants-in-aid will 
ordinarily be awarded to men who are not 
now engaged in clinical pastoral training 
and who otherwise would be unable to secure 
such training. These grants-in-aid may be 
awarded for training at any time during the 
year. 

Counsel and Assistance 

The Department of Pastoral Services is 
ready at any time to assist seminarians, 
clergy, and others in securing information 
regarding clinical pastoral training and 
standards for accreditation in the institu- 
tional ministry. The Department keeps on 
file lists of books in the field and listings of 
the various courses and programs offered in 
clinical pastoral training. Those interested 
are invited to consult the Department or 
send for application forms for either the 
fellowship or grants-in-aid.

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Mental Health Films for the Ministry 


Mental Health Films With Their Emotional 


Impact Are a Most Important Aid 


In the Minister's Work

S° MUCH has been written and 
said about the significant role of 
the minister in mental hygiene, that 
almost everyone now realizes the 
wealth of opportunities for members 
of this profession to help people with 
their emotional problems. Dr. Thomas 
A. C. Rennie, Professor of Psychiatry 
at Cornell University, has said, “It 
has long been evident that we cannot 
give direct treatment services to all 
who now need help. Prevention of 
emotional illness must become our con- 
cern. Psychiatrists alone cannot solve 
the mental health problem of our na- 
tion. More and more it is the respon- 
sibility of the parents, teachers, nurses, 
doctors, ministers, and others who deal 
with people in the course of their daily 
work and who have an opportunity to 
help others with their emotional diffi- 
culties.” In his important book, Men- 


tal Health In Modern Society,* Dr. 
Rennie further states, “Although 
psycho-therapy must be left to the 
psychiatrist, the adequately trained 
minister can render valuable service in 
the prevention of mental illness and 
the building of positive mental health.” 

The extent to which ministers are 
called on to be of service in helping 
people meet their emotional problems 
is indicated by a recent survey con- 
ducted in one of our large metropolitan 
areas. This poll revealed that 80% of 
the people questioned named the min- 
ister as the person they would consult 
first in case of an emotional or inter- 
personal crisis. There are many rea- 
sons why people in trouble turn most 
frequently to the pastor for help. First, 
there is the confidence and trust to- 
ward ministers on the part of people 
in the community. Second, people have 
learned that the minister is interested

relationships with others as well as in 
their spiritual problems. And most im- 
portant, the minister has many and 
close associations with people ot 
strategic occasions in their family life 
His part in marriages, baptisms and 
funerals, as well as his pastoral visits, 
and his educational work with chil- 
dren, places him in a relationship with 
members of the family where he has 
many opportunities to demonstrate his 
ability to guide and counsel. 

Though there has been wide-spread 
acceptance for some time of the prin- 
ciple that ministers and those from 
many professions other than psychiatry 
must share the responsibility of im- 
proving our nation’s mental health, 
there also have been many obstacles 
in the way of a comprehensive pro 
gram to orient people from many di- 
verse fields psychiatric knowledge 
and mental health techniques. In the 
quest for effective tools to carry on 
this work, the mental health film has 
emerged as a potent and popular force. 
The film has proved invaluable in 
training leaders in psychiatry and men- 
tal health and, in turn, as an aid to 
these leaders in their work with the 
public. The flexibility of the film is 
shown by the fact that a well-pro- 
duced, psychiatrically sound and hu- 
manly true-to-life film such as “Angry 
Boy” is being used today in a wide 
range of circumstances. 

This film is being used in profes- 
sional training as a part of educacion 
in the psychiatric disciplines, as well 
as in orientation programs for non- 
psychiatric professions such as min- 
isters, teachers, nurses, etc., who can 
make important contributions to the 
mental health of the people they serve. 
It has been found effective in channel- 
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ing the activities of many lay groups 
who are aware of the importance of 
mental health but who are not clear 
as to what they can do to organize 
facilities and services in their com- 
munities. “Angry Boy” has been able 
to change deeply entrenched attitudes 
of fear, superstition, and mistunder- 
standing about mental illness and 
methods of treating it. And finally, it 
has been a vehicle for distributing 
mental health information that will 
help millions to live better and more 
productive lives. 


HE REASON for the potency of 

films in this field is almost self- 
evident. In discussing the problems of 
mental health we are really discussing 
various basic aspects of life in which 
such things as character, personality, 
inter-personal relations, emotions, and 
all the stresses and strains of the inter- 


play of human beings are involved. 
Even if we could bring actual people 
to the discussion room and present 
them as case histories, we still could 
not show them in realistic situations 
with other members of their families, 
with their employers or employees, 
with their schoolmates or the other 
people with whom they spend time in 
clubs, church groups, and various so- 
cial gatherings. For this purpose, films 
are an ideal medium, because in cap- 
turing life, they can bring alive to the 
place where discussions are being 
carried on, complex emotions such as 
concealed hate, jealousy, envy, over- 
weening pride, the need to dominate, 
the need to be over-passive. All these 
can be shown in detail by the special 
technique that the motion pictures can 
bring to matters of emotion. They can 
be pointed up and simplified and un- 
derstood by the technique of film

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montage. They can be made real to 
audiences by the phenomenon of em- 
pathy which enables us all to put our- 
selves in the place of people on the 
screen who are simulating our own 
feelings. 

It is this phenomenon of identifica- 
tion on the part of the audience with 
the characters in the drama, that gives 
the mental health film its greatest value 
in helping people to learn, in the deep- 
est sense of the word. The pattern of 
using the film as a basis for super- 
vised discussion has proved extremely 
effective in teaching people about their 
own and other people’s feelings. 


It is generally accepted that people 
do not learn about their own emotions 
and about their emotional relations 
with other people merely by being told 
facts. Few people know more about 
the resistance to such learning than 
ministers who professionally preach to 
people about how to be better individ- 
uals, how to be good mothers or fa- 
thers, how tobe worthwhile members 
of society—in short, how to love. 
Teaching people basic principles in 
these areas has proved extremely dif- 
ficult, because there are often inner, 
unconscious reasons for not accepting 
these ideas. We know, however, that 
people can learn about such things if 
they themselves are moved to discuss 
them under the supervision of some- 
one who can guide and interpret the 
discussion. People are naturally reluct- 
ant to talk about themselves and their 
feelings toward others, particularly in 
groups. It is here that the mental 
health film proves of such value be- 
cause it tells a story about people and 
their everyday lives with which mem- 
bers of the audience can identify. Be- 
ing emotionally moved, they are usual- 
ly stimulated to open up and talk about 
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things that otherwise might not have 
come to the surface. Oftentimes, some- 
one who sees a mental health film will 
identify himself negatively with some- 
one on the screen, but whether the 
identification be positive or negative, 
the skillful leader can guide the dis- 
cussion in such a way that seeing the 
film and talking about the feelings 
aroused by the film can become a true 
learning experience. 


OR EXAMPLE, the father who 
sees the film “Roots of Happi- 
ness” is able to find something of him- 
self, either as he is or as he would 
like to be, in the father portrayed on 
the screen. He is able to understand 
what it means for a father to give his 
children inner strength and security 
by virtue of his own sense of self- 
respect and dignity as a person. What 
it means is something he can compre- 
hend. It is simply shown that being a 
father can bring more pleasure and 
satisfaction than can be gained in any 
other way. No one is told by the film 
to be a good father because it can be 
assumed that every man wants to be a 
good father. No one is told how to 
be a good father in specific terms be- 
cause the techniques will vary in every 
situation and with every individual. 
What is shown is the basic attitude 
toward parenthood of one good father, 
and from this example others are apt 
to learn that substituting long-term 
satisfactions for quick cheap feelings of 
prestige, will be worth all the con- 
scious efforts. 

It is interesting to note that though 
“Roots of Happiness” is about a fami- 
ly in Puerto Rico who are remote 
socially, economically, and geograph- 
ically from United States audiences 
who will use the film, this does not 
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prevent the process of identification. 
In a certain respect this enhances the 
learning process, because it is often 
easier for people to accept the message 
of a film when the portrait is not too 
close to the realities of their own lives. 
This remoteness also makes it easier 
to learn because the audience is there- 
by provided with an escape from prob- 
lems they are not yet ready to handle. 
For instance, fathers who cannot ac- 
cept the kind of paternal responsibil- 
ity shown in this film may say—“Such 
behavior is all right for a Puerto Rican 
peasant, but not for me.” 

In showing almost any mental 
health film, the leader will find at least 
one person in his audience who voices 
criticisms of surface aspects of the film 
as a cloak for hiding his real feeling. 
Actually, this person is unknowingly 
saying, “I am being made angry by 
these ideas but I cannot attack the 
ideas directly, so I will attack details 
of presentation or dramatization.” This 
display of emotion is usually recog- 
nized by the skilled discussion leader 
as the first step in the learning pro- 
cess, and the leader with experience 
does not push this process further 
than it can go at the moment. 

As recently as five years ago, the 
demand for mental health films so out- 
stripped the supply, that groups en- 
gaged in mental health education were 
virtually restricted to the use of a 
handful of such material. Production 
of mental health films not only had 
been extremely limited, but was un- 
planned, sporadic, and uncoordinated. 
Leaders who were using the films that 
existed considered them their most 
potent tool in changing attitudes about 
mental illness and in conveying in- 
formation about mental health, but 
were handicapped by the scarcity of 


films available. Films were needed on 
a great variety of subjects because 
there was a growing realization that 
mental health was related to almost 
every aspect of our daily lives. 


N CANADA pioneering work was 

being done in the field of mental 
health film production. The Mental 
Mechanisms Series begun in 1947 by 
the Canadian Film Board, established 
important principles for future film 
production in this field. These films, 
the best known of which is “The Feel- 
ing of Rejection,” although originally 
planned for use by psychiatrists in 
treatment of patients, began to be ex- 
tensively shown to lay and profession- 
al audiences in the United States. 
Their extreme popularity was a tri- 
bute to their excellence, but the lack 
of any other suitable materials was also 
responsible for their extensive use. 

In 1948, in an effort to begin to fill 
the void, the National Institute of 
Mental Health of the United States 
Public Health Service took an im- 
portant and significant step by pro- 
ducing a film called “Preface to a Life” 
which was designed primarily for use 
by lay leaders. The need filled by the 
production of this film cannot be more 
dramatically demonstrated than to cite 
the result of a survey made this year 
by the Educational Film Library As- 
sociation which showed that of all 
films in all categories available for use 
in adult education programs, “Preface 
to a Life” led all the rest in frequency 
of use. Moreover, according to this 
same survey, adult educators listed 
mental health films as six of the lead- 
ing ten films most frequently shown 
in their programs. Organizations 
polled included users of motion pic- 
tures in universities, colleges, school

“Preface to a Life” showed the need 
and usefulness of mental health films 
about normal people designed for use 
by lay as well as professional audi- 
ences. One film could not fill the dearth 
and satisfy the demand, but it did 
establish a pattern. In an effort to meet 
the growing need for films of this type, 
a number of national organizations 
concerned with public education in 
mental health cooperated toward the 
establishment of the Mental Health 
Film Board which represents the first 
coordinated program for film produc- 
tion and distribution in this country. 

In setting up the program of he 
Mental Health Film Board a fortun- 
ate combination of opportunities ex- 
isted. A group of leading psychiatrists 
and public health specialists who had 
heen active in the public education 
efforts of professional and lay groups 
such as the American Psychiatric As- 
sociation, the Group for the Advance- 
ment of Psychiatrv, and the National 
Association for Mental Health were 
willing to devote their time and the 
benefits of their experiences to this 
project as a public health service. 
Federal and State Mental Health 
agencies that were receiving a mount- 
ing wave of requests for mental health 
films were willing and able to support 
a production program with technical 
personnel and financial assistance. A 
number of leading documentary film 
makers with long and respected rec- 
ords of superior film production were 
eager to participate in this new and 
provocative venture in creating film 
making. 
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A significant feature of the Mental 
Health Film Board as it now operates 
is that the psychiatric experts deter- 
mine the content and emphasis of the 
films. This is in contrast to the usual 
Hollywood technique where psychia- 
trists might be called in to act as tech- 
nical advisors to film producers but 
would never have the authority to de- 
termine the final form of the film. The 
importance of this policy is that it as- 
sures that what has been learned be- 
hind the doors of laboratories, clinics, 
and consulting rooms is now being 
portrayed in a language for lay audi- 
ences. But most important, this infor- 
mation is being portrayed in a form 
that has been scrutinized by psychi- 
atric experts to assure that the scien- 
tific aspects are accurate and undis- 
torted and that the film is not over- 
loaded with anxiety-producing mater- 
ial,

dren. “Fears of Children”—deals with 
the fears and anxieties of Paul, a six 
vear old boy, and shows how his re- 


lationship with his parents affects his 


emotional development. “First Les- 
sons”—deals with problems of adjust- 


ment raised by a new, aggressive pupil 
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in a class of second graders and shows 
how a normal balance is regained 
through the skill of an understanding 
teacher who helps the children toward 
insight into the feelings that lie be- 
hind their actions. “The Lonely Night” 
—refers to universal experience to 
everyone who wanders through the 
dark hours of emotional disturbance 
—the detailed story of one girl’s jour- 
ney out of the shadows of fear and 
self-destructiveness—and shows pro- 
cess of psychiatric treatment candidly 
and completely. Contrast in this story 
of the Dunn family indicates a way 
of life that can help prevent need for 
psychiatry for most people. “Roots of 
Happiness”—is about happy family 
life, the role of the father in helping 
his children reach manhood and 
womanhood; the real meaning of be- 
ing grown-up. “Roots of Happiness” 
is for parents, young people in high 
school and college, church groups, so- 
cial workers, nurses, sociologists and 
all adults who feel that they can im- 
prove the emotional heritage they will 
pass on to younger generations. “The 
Steps of Age”—is a story of the psy- 
chological problems of old age. This is 
of particular interest to those who live 
with older people and who, by under- 
standing them, can make their lives 
together happier and more rewarding. 

Four films make up the “Profes- 
sional Education Series.” These are: 
“Broken Appointment”—the revealing 
confession of Susan Burke, a young 
public health nurse, telling how she 
came to know that in handling a case 
successfully, understanding a patient’s 
feelings can be as important as inter- 
preting physical symptoms. “Head of 
the House”—is a story of community 
action in mental health showing how a 
social worker, a policeman, and a min- 
ister can join forces to help a young 





boy through the vicissitudes of growing 
up. This film stresses relationship of 
the authoritarian attitudes of the fa- 
ther to his son and the boy’s psycho- 
logical difficulties. “Man to Man’— 
covers the type of material brilliantly 
handled in the “Snake Pit” but this 
time from the point of view of the 
psychiatric aide. Joe Fuller, who takes 
a temporary job in a state hospital, 
through a deep and moving relation- 
ship with one of his patients, decides 
to stay permanently at this kind ol 
work. This engrossing story reveals 
Joe’s realization of the satisfaction to 
be gained from playing an important 
role in the treatment that brings men- 
tally ill patients back to health. ““Work- 
ing and Playing to Health’—is a 
dramatization of recreationl, occupa- 
tional, and industrial therapies in a 
mental hospital. Actually photographed 
in an institution, this picture is a be- 
hind-the-scenes record of how these 
techniques are used effectively to help 
the patient back to health. 

Although the Mental Health Film 
Board and the Canadian Film Board 
are the principal organizations respon- 
sible for programs in which psychiatric 
specialists plan the content and super- 
vise the production of mental health 
films, there are many other organiza- 
tions producing films in this field. 
McGraw-Hill Text films have been 
very effective in this work, and their 
Marriage Series produced by Affili- 
ated Films has been widely used by 
church groups and others. In fact their 
popularity has led to the production of 
several new films in the series.

logues. Films in Psychiatry, Psychol- 
ogy and Mental Health published by 
the Health Education Council is per- 
haps the most significant and compre- 
hensive book on films in this area, be- 
cause it contains an excellent analysis 


of each film listed with evaluations of 


content and recommendations fo1 use. 


HE STUDY of such film listings 

is only the first step in the process 
by which the minister can make this 
modern educational tool his own. The 
second more important step is actually 
looking at a number of the films him- 
self. For no catalogue or evaluator can 
give the truly complete description of 
the contents of a good film. The theme, 
the characters, a synopsis of the plot, 
the overt actions of the players, are 
all only surface indications of what 
the audience is to see, to feel, and to 
understand. Dealing as they attempt 
to do, with the problems of life, mental 
health films evoke moods, situations, 
and relationships that may be fraught 
with ethical and spiritual values. The 
discerning minister may want to use a 
particular film, not because of its own 
story, but because some particular sit- 
uation in it provides a perfect spring- 
board for a discussion he feels would 
be of benefit to his congregation, his 
Sunday School class or his young 
peoples’ club. 

On the other hand, he may want 
to see a film because its specific, direct- 
ed purpose is going to assist him in 
handling a problem that has long been 
troubling a number of people in his 
community. Instead of repeating a per- 
sonal discussion a dozen times with 
individuals, he can evoke a group dis- 
cussion that may be even more effec- 
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tive in the final results. Not only will 
his parishioners learn that they share 
their problem with others, an immedi- 
ate source of relief, but they may also 
be stimulated, by the interest and 
leadership of their minister, to take 
group action to alleviate it. 

This brings us to our final point in 
the relationship between the minister 
and mental health films. We have tried 
to show how this medium is useful to 
the modern community leader. What 
we have not yet said explicitly is that 
the minister is of inordinate value to 
the proper use of these films for the 
purpose for which they were produced. 

The psychiatrist and the psychiatric 
social worker, whose science and skills 
have contributed to the production of 
these pictures, are professionals who 
are trained in treating illness. The 
people they see, day in and day out, 
are patients, sufferers, people who are 
looking for a cure from pain. But the 
people with whom an effective preven- 
tive program can be carried out are 
not patients. They do not even think of 
themselves as prospective patients. 
They are the ordinary people of our 
community, coping with the many 
problems of modern life, seen in terms 
of mothers-in-law, job situations, un- 
manageable economic problems, unde- 
sirable influences on their adolescent 
children. 

They are, as we said above, the 
people who look, and ustally not in 
vain, to their minister and not to a 
medical specialist, when problems 
threaten to get too big to handle. They 
look to the man who has known them 
through the crises of their lives, the 
man they respect and honor, the man 
they can trust with intimacies, the man 
who can understand unspoken hopes 
and unutterable fears, the man of God.

66 NYTHING that makes for a 

more loving attitude in family 
relationships is education in Christian 
living,” says Sister Elizabeth of the 
Lutheran Church of the Good Shep- 
herd in Brooklyn.

of short plays of this sort has been 
bringing mental health principles to 
audiences of parents and young people. 
They have attempted to speak clearly 
and yet provocatively, so that the audi- 
ences in the attendant discussions 
should find that the play has said 
much but has left still more for them 
to discover for themselves. 

The series was originally planned 
for audiences of Parent-Teacher As- 
sociations, child study associations, 
women’s clubs, and the like, but as 
word has spread more diverse organi- 
zations have presented them, includ- 
ing many churches in their young 
people’s and family group programs. 
Indeed, ministers have been some of 
the series’ most enthusiastic sponsors.

Community Plays was founded dur- 
ing World War II at the suggestion 
of Brooks Atkinson, drama critic of 
“The New York Times,” to bring 
messages on such subjects as defense 
bonds, blood donations, and security 
to factory workers, clubwomen, and 
school children. The messages were in 
the form of short dramatic sketches 
fifteen or twenty minutes long, acted 
by professional actors and presented in 
factories, clubhouses, and __ private 
homes. So successful were they in il- 
luminating the issue and arousing the 
audiences’ response that the organiza- 
tion was expanded after the war to 
present longer plays on many other 
subjects social, philanthropic and edu- 
cational.

The themes of the plays are chosen 
after wide consultation. A committee 
of adolescents declared that their num- 
ber one problem was not sex, not par- 
ent relationships, not scholastic stand- 
ing, but the problem of the individual 
striving to find his place in a social 
group. The result was a play for adol- 
escents, “The Ins and Outs,” which 
dramatizes the plight of a brilliant but 
offensive outsider who is struggling in 
the only way he knows, by showing 
off, to break into a group of popular 
insiders. Through a dramatic device 
whereby the audience listens to the 
thoughts of the characters, it is learned 
that this braggart is an _ insecure, 
frightened, and unhappy boy, and that 
to know him better is to understand 
and even to like him. The device like- 
wise reveals that most of the “In” 
group also have their fears and self- 
doubts, and thus finally a 
comradeship an‘ mutual understanding 
is established.

A committee of parents having 
stated that discipline was one of their 
most disturbing problems, a series of 
three Plays for Parents, comprehen- 
sively titled “Temperate Zone,’ was 
produced. The series defines discipline 
as a means of helping children to 
achieve self-discipline in adulthood 
rather than merely as a means of ex- 
acting blind obedience now.

which is meant that basic atmosphere 
of love and reasonable authority in the 
home which assures success despite 
the inevitable spells of bad weather. 
Each play concerns children of a 
different age level. The first, ‘Scat- 
tered Showers,” deals with three moth- 
ers of pre-school children: a mother 
who has a totalitarian concept of auth- 
ority, another whose confusion has 
made her incapable of setting any lim- 
its at all, and a third who has an easy- 
going attitude towards her child along 
with a clear idea of what she will and 
will not permit. At the climax of the 
play, in a moment of danger requiring 
immediate obedience, the severe moth- 
er merely frightens her child, the con- 
fused mother has no control whatever, 
while the more experienced and un- 
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dersianding mother secures intelligent 
cooperation from. her child. 


[ the second play, “Fresh Variable 
Winds,” a ten-year-old boy who has 
disobeyed is about to be spanked by 
his father in the traditional manner. 
But before the father administers the 
punishment he acquires some under- 
standing of children from witnessing 
a scene between the unhappy child next 
door and her mother. He glimpses the 
inside story of the so-called spoiled 
girl’s home life and realizes that she is 
actually deprived rather than spoiled.

The third play in this discipline 
series entitled “High Pressure Area,” 
is about two teen-agers. One girl has 
been brought up in a good climate of 
love and wise authority, the other in a 
rigid and non-understanding home. In 
the first scene the girls are planning 
a dubious expedition with questionable 
friends. In the second scene the girl 
who has been brought up in a good 
climate asks her parents’ permission 
to go on the expedition and is refused. 
She is faced with the choice of going 
without telling her parents, as_ the 
other girl urges, or cooperating with 
her parents’ decision. She chooses the 
latter, not out of fear or blind obedi- 
ence but because of the mutual trust 
and respect that have been built up in 
the years of good climate. 

Frank and fearless expression of 
emotions as a mental health principle 
is the theme of “. . . And You Never 
Know,” a play whose title derives from 
a speech by the father, “The things 
that go on in a person’s mind, and 
you never know!” In it a perfectionist 
mother is sharply critical of one of her 
two daughters for showing her jeal- 
ousy of the other, a girl younger and 
prettier than herself. The child is sul- 
len and withdrawn because of the guil- 
ty feelings instilled by her mother, and 
gets into serious complications through 


her subconscious resentment against 
the sister whom she thinks her par- 
ents favor. The climax of the play 


shows the parents discovering that far 
from being. an abnormal sin, jealousy 
is a natural emotion common to all, 
including themselves in their own re- 
lationship. They see that while con- 
demnation and suppression will only 
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aggravate it, understanding and over- 
looking it will keep family love alive, 
and that with fair and consistent treat- 
ment the child will normally outgrow 
her jealousy along with other childish 
faults. 

Good manners—what they consist 
of and how they may best be taught— 
is the subject of “The Case of the 
Missing Handshake.” This deals, in a 
comedy vein, with a couple and their 
eleven-year-old daughter, who is fresh, 
inattentive, and in the climactic scene, 
downright rude. Humorous and well- 
adjusted people, they have always be- 
lieved that patience and a good ex- 
ample were the recipe for success, but 
now they are persuaded that only 
sterner measures will serve. They are 
astonished, therefore, to find that out- 
side the home, far from being an ill- 
mannered hoyden, she is a shining ex- 
ample of easy, pleasant social grace. 
They learn also the curious fact that 
carelessness in the home may be no 
more than an earnest of feeling safe 
and at ease, and that after all patience 
and a good example do indeed have 
their perfect work.

Accordingly, we decided that instead of individual 
listing we would provide our readers with the names and addresses of the 
national and local agencies where such detailed information about psychiatric 
services—agencies, clinics, and the names of psychiatrists and psychotherapists 


—can be obtained. The list follows.

The Department of Pastoral Services, with 
its standing Commissions on Religion and 
Health, and Ministry in Institutions, is a 
part of the Division of Christian Life and 
Work of the National Council of the 
Churches of Christ in the U.S.A. Some of 
its functions may be described as follows: 

The Commission on Ministry in Institu- 
tions serves as the officially recognized agen- 
cy for nominating full-time Protestant chap- 
iains to the institutions under the federal 
Bureau of Prisons. It studies and attempts 
to formulate standards for chaplaincy serv- 
ice and makes surveys Of chaplaincy service 
in institutions, including state, county, and 
local mental, general, and other hospitals 
and institutions. 

The Commission on Religion and Health 
encourages working relationships between 
physicians, psychiatrists, nurses, and clergy 
through conferences and literature. It makes 
studies of various aspects of mental hygiene, 
relating particularly to the churches, and is 
studying the practice of spiritual healing in 
the churches. It is also making a survey of 
pastoral counseling throughout the country. 
It has recently produced a volume entitled 


The Church and Mental Health, published 
by Charles Scribner's Sons. 

Other than the specific functions of these 
two Commissions, which the Department 
coordinates, the Department also cooperates 
with professional schools in the study of 
problems of alcohol and of sex education, 
and processes the applications of clergy for 
attendance at these schools. The Department 
encourages the education of clergy in pas- 
toral work and personal counseling and pro- 
cesses applications of clergy to the General 
Service Foundation for grants in order that 
they may undertake clinical pastoral train- 
ing. It advises with theological seminaries 
concerning their curricula, especially in the 
field of pastoral psychology. 

Other general interests of the Department 
include ministerial ethics, ministry to older 
people, grief and bereavement, group work 
in the churches, religion of children and 
young people, audio visual aids in the field 
of mental health, to name a few.

Together with the state and local associa- 
tions, the NAMH carries on programs for 
the promotion of adequate care and treat- 
ment of the mentally ill, the advancement 
of mental health and the development of pre- 
ventive measures for mental illness. The 
NAMH also provides leadership, guidance, 
and materials for the development of state 
and local programs. 

The national, state and local mental health 
associations place special emphasis on con- 
ducting programs with special groups, such 
as clergymen, educators, physicians, teachers, 
social workers. 

Over the years the mental health asso- 
ciations have worked with clergymen in the 
development of workshops and institutes on 
pastoral counselling and in other joint pro- 
grams for community mental health. They 
have made available and continue to make 
available materials for parent and family life 
education as well as other aspects of mental 
health education.

As a result of many inquiries regarding 
information for mental health and psychiat- 
ric services, the National Association for 
Mental Health has suggested the following 
guide of procedure: 


“If you live in a small town or on a 
farm, go to your County Department of 
Welfare, or your County Public Health 


Nursing office. These people, the nurses and 
the workers in the Welfare Department, 
know the resources in the county and in 
neighboring parts of the state and will either 
be able to tell you where to get the help 
you want or can try to find out for you 


“If you live in a city of about 25,000, 
30,000 or more population, there will prob- 
ably be a Council of Social Agencies which 
will be listed in the telephone directory by 
that name or it may be called the Welfare 
Council. This is a co-ordinating agency 
which knows the resources in the community 
and knows how to find out about resources 
that might not exist in that city but might 
be available nearby. 


“There are also mental hygiene societies 
in many states and local societies in counties 
and large cities. Look in your telephone book 
for a mental health association or mental 
hygiene society. These local societies are 
often well informed about psychiatric and 
mental hygiene resources and if there are 
none in the immediate vicinity, they know 
how to find out about others in nearby 
communities. 


“Tf these local resources still do not offer 
a way of finding the help you want, you 
might write to your State Mental Health 
Authority. This is a department of state 
government which is charged with respon 
sibility for developing mental health re 
sources. It is always located in the state 
capital and can be letter or 
telephone.”

HIS BRIEF GLOSSARY of psychiatric words for pastors has been de- 
signed to give brief, simple, and—we trust—non-confusing definitions of 
some words most likely to be encountered by pastors in their beginning read- 
ing in psychological and psychiatric literature. For additional definitions and 
for more nearly complete definitions of words listed here, the authors refer the 
readers to Hinsie and Shatzky’s Psychiatric Dictionary, (Oxford University 


Press, 1953). 


ABREACTION. The revival into conscious- 
ness of the thoughts and feelings connected 
with painful repressed experiences and their 
discharge through verbal and physical be- 
havior. 

ADOLESCENCE. Chronologically often given 
as the period between 12 and 21. In reality 
the period varies with individuals and has 
wide ranges, the onset usually at that of 
puberty and the end often defined as the 
point at which maturity begins. 

Arrect. Feeling tone: Examples of var- 
ious affects are pleasure, pain, depression, 
elation, jealousy. 

ALCOHOLISM. Habitual or periodic intake 
of alcohol, to the extent that one’s physical 
or mental health or social relations are 
seriously affected. 

A.LIENIstT. A legal term referring to the 
psychiatrist who testifies as to a person’s 
competency, responsibility, or sanity. Once 
was synonymous with “psychiatrist.” 


AMBIVALENCE. The conscious or uncon- 
scious existence of opposite ideas, feelings, 
or needs with regard to persons or objects. 
Examples of polarities would include love/ 
hate, masculine/feminine, passive/active. 

AMENTIA. Impaired intelligence due to ab- 
sence of adequate brain tissue. Sometimes 
confused with dementia. 

AmNneEsIA. Loss of ability to remember 
past events or one’s own identity, or both. 

ANACLITIC DEPRESSION. An acute and 
striking impairment of an infant’s physical, 
social, and intellectual development due to 
sudden separation from the mothering per- 
son. 

ANALYSAND. A patient receiving psycho- 
analysis. 

ANIMA. The unconscious or inner femin- 
ine potentialities in men, as formulated in 
Jungian psychology. 

Antmus. The unconscious or inner mas- 
culine potentialities in women, according to 
Jungian psychology.

A painful affect characterized 
by apprehensiveness or dread and the physi- 
ological manifestations of fear. Frequently 
the feared object is unknown (free-floating 
anxiety), the fear is out of proportion to 
the threat (neurotic anxiety), or the fear is

DEFENSE MECHANISM. (mechanism of 
defense). Any one of a number of tech- 
niques whereby the ego wards off pain or 
anxiety through alterations in the mental 
or emotional functioning of the personality. 

Detusion. An untrue idea, inappropriate 
to a person’s level of knowledge, and main- 
tained despite contradictory evidence.

usually characterized by agitation or 
paranoid thinking. 

DisoRIENTATION. Distorted or confused 
awareness of one’s surroundings, especially 
of time, place, or persons. 

DISPLACEMENT. The shifting of emotion 
from one idea to another; or the discharge 
of an impulse through an alternate pathway 
when the original outlet is blocked. 

Drive. A basic and persistent urge or 
motivation. 

Eco. The central core of the personality

Ip. Freud’s term for the unconscious re- 
servoir of primitive psychic energy or libido 
and of primitive hostility. 

IDENTIFICATION. Conscious or unconscious 
adoption by one person of the qualities and 
characteristics of another. 

ILLusION. The misinterpretation of an ex- 
ternal stimulus. 

Imaco. An unconscious archaic or primi- 
tive mental image of important persons in 
the history of the individual or, in Jungian 
psychology, of the race. 

INHIBITION. An unconscious interference 
with the expression of inner impulses, usu- 
ally as the result of superego prohibition. 

Insanity. The legal term for any psycho- 
logical disease, except mental deficiency, 
through which a person is rendered irre- 
sponsible for his acts and for which com- 
mitment to a mental institution is warranted. 
(The preferable medical term is psychosis 
or mental illness.) 

Instinct. In psychoanalysis, an inborn 
bodily need or drive, created by bodily 
processes and requiring gratification through 
contact with the outer world. According 
to Freud, the two primal instincts are eros 
(or the life instinct) and thanatos (or the 
death instinct). 

INTROVERSION. The tendency to seek and/ 
or find one’s interest or happiness inside 
one’s self. 

INVERSION, SEXUAL. Practically synony- 
mous with homesexuality. 

Latency Periop. In Freudian psychoana- 
lytic theory, a relatively asexual phase be- 
tween the infantile and the adolescent sexual 
periods, during which sublimations and re- 
action formations are supposed to replace 
the more primitive expressions of infantile 
sexuality. 

Lisrpo. The psychic energy of the in- 
stincts, or life force, especially as applied 
to pleasure-seeking or love-object seeking. 

LosotoMy, PREFRONTAL. A brain opera- 
tion used for lessening pain or relieving 
some types of mental illness. 

MALINGERER. A person deliberately and 
consciously simulating illness or injury with 
intent to deceive. 

Mania. A_ mental illness marked by 
heightened excitability, acceleration of 
thought, speech, and bodily motion, and ela- 
tion or grandiosity of mood. Attacks of 
mania may alternate with depressive attacks. 
(See MANIC-DEPRESSIVE PsycHosIs)

tional Council of Churches’ Depart- 
ment of Pastoral Services, we present 
a partial list of opportunities for fur- 
ther education and training in the field 
of pastoral psychology. This list re- 
quired much difficult work on the part 
of Otis R. Rice and Helen G. Yergin. 
It indicates the opportunities for clini- 
cal pastoral training, the courses and 
facilities offered in the theological 
schools, and in a less complete way 
tells of short courses, refresher 
courses, and institutes held for pastors 
in active service. We know that we 
have not succeeded in identifying all 
the good work going on, especially in 
the form of short conferences, work- 
shops, institutes, and courses.
